KANSAS CITY; Mo., Jan. 18.— 
The Kansas City Election Board 
voted tonight to call for public sub- 
scriptions to finance its setting up 
of election machinery until its fi- 
nancial squabble with the city and 
county is settled. 

The board approved, 3 to 1, a 
resolution to ask for an amount 
estimated by Edgar Shook, board 
member, as between $150,000 and 
$200,000 to be used until court ac- 
tion determines whether the board 
can force the city and county to 
pay .employes on the payroll at 
more than $3.50 a day. 

The action followed an opinion 
by Attorney-General Roy McKit- 
trick ip Jefferson City that his of- 
fice could not bring mandamus pro- 


ceedings on behalf of the board to 


force city and county officials to 
honor pay warrants issued by the 
board.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15. — An 
American shipmaster, who said he 
was “liable to have a bullet in my 
back” if his name got out, told 
Senate committees in testimony 
made public today that discipline 
had broken down completely in the 
American merchant marine. 

His charges were made before 
the Senate Commerce and Labor 
Committees, which are considering 
amendments to the Merchant Ma- 
rine Act. The Commerce Commit- 
tee of which. Senator Copeland 
Dem.), New York, is chairman, 
made public the testimony, 

The shipmaster, whose name was 
kept secret, said “Our ships are 
infested with thugs, thieves, gam- 
blers, dope runners, drunkards and 
racketeers of all descriptions.” 

He said these constituted one of 
three types of seamen, 

“The second type is the man 
whose only aim is to cheat the ship 
out of an honest day’s work, wheth- 
er it be for his safety or not—con- 


group which keeps our shipa run- 
ning in any semblance of order at 


all.” 
“Same as the Soviet.” 

The shipmaster attributed condi- 
tions to the increase of “rank and 
file unions,” which include both 
officers and men, and termed union 
delegate systems “the same as the 
Soviet.” 

He suggested that putting “the 
entire merchant marine under a 
division of the Coast Guard, with 
enlistment, retirement and other 
benefits,” would .“insure discipline 
necessary to the safety of passen- 
gers at sea.” 

The captain offered to supply 
“names, times and places” concern- 
ing the following instances: 

“Lookouts aloft so drunk that we 
were afraid to remove them from 
the crow’s nest for fear of their 
falling down, or lookouts reading 
magazines on duty; men at the 
wheel so drunk that they make 
turned the wheel the wrong way in 
their stupor, thereby endangering 
other ships as well as their own. 

“Elevator boys who trap young 
girls in the elevators between decks 
to make advances to them; waiters 
in the dining-room accosting young 
girls while eating, the presence 
of their fathers aboard not deter- 
ring them in the slightest way. 

“Waiters who preach unionism 
and communism to their passengers 
at meal-time; ... sailors who 
smoke cigarettes, pipes and even 
cigars whenever they work; sailors 
who smoke aloft... throwing 
their cigarettes into the wind with 
our hatches full of cotton.

Friend of Both Women

SHANGHAI, Jan. 16.— (Sunday) 
Chinese reports today said the 
tide of battle in Southern Shan- 
tung Province had swung in favor 
of Chinese defending the fertile re- 
gion. They declared the Chinese 
not only had stopped the Japanese 
advance but had recovered 10 miles, 

The Kuomin (semi-official news 
agency) said the Chinese forces, 
spurred to new activity by the 
presence of Generalissimo Chiang 
Kai-shek; again had taken strategic 
Tsining, which has changed hands 
several times within the last week, 
and had advanced 10 miles toward 
Yenchow. . 

Kuomin reported another Chinese

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Demo- 
cratic Senators and Representa- 
tives joined today in praising Presi- 
dent Roosevelt’s selection of Stan- 
ley F. Reed, Solicitor-General, for 
a place on the Supreme Court. For 
the most part Republicans withheld 
immediate comment. 

Senator Burke (Dem.), Nebraska, 
one of the most outspoken critics 
of Mr. Roosevelt's court enlarge 
ment plan and his subsequent ap- 
pointment of Justice Hugo L. Black, 
said: “I would place Mr. Reed in 
the same class in which I place 
myself—a progressive-conservative. 
He has all the qualifications to 
make an outstanding Judge.”

UTILITY ASKS SUPREME COURT 
TO BLOCK CITY PLANT BONDS 


Pacific Gas & Electric Co. Secks 
Injunction Against $12,000,000 Is- 
sue at Sacramento, Cal.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.~—The 
Pacific Gas & Electric Co. ap- 
pealed to the Supreme Court today 
in an effort to enjoin the sale of 
$12,000,000 in bonds by the Sacra- 
mento Municipal Utility District for 
construction of a competing power 
system. 

The petition asked the Court to 
review decisions by the Northern 
California Federal District Court 
and the Ninth Circuit Court of Ap- 
peals dismissing its suit. 

The co y contended that it 
already ed the 650 square mile 
district and that it would be un- 
constitutional to require it to pay 
a proposed tax for construction of 
the system. The petition said the 
tax was a “palpably arbitrary ex- 
action, a manifest. and gross injus- 
tice, unconstitutional because it in- 
tentionally and grossly violates the 
principle that a tax for a public 
improvement, levied on particular 
property, must be levied in general 
conformity to the maxim that he 
who reaps the reward shall bear 
the burden. 

“The petitioner, now serving the 
whole territory well, is the intended 
Object of attack, not one of the 
beneficiaries of the scheme.

economic sanctions or embargoes 

or boycotts in endeavor to pre- 
vent or end other people’s wars.” 

T. We should co-operate in 
every sane international effort to 
advance the econamic and social 
welfare of the World.“ 

S. We should, dy every device 
and on every opportunity, co- 
operate with other nations to ex- 
ert moral force and build pacific 
agencies to preserve peace or end 
conflict in the world.” 

Says War Would Eat Up Savings. 

Hoover said that “with. the. re- 
cent peace-time increase in our na- 
tional debt,” the United States 
could not finance another great 
war without an inflation which 
would confiscate the savings of its 
security holders. 5 

“Democratic government now, 
and perhaps for many years to 
come,” he caid, “probably could not 
stand the shock of another great 
war. and survive as a democracy.” 

To maintain independence, Hoo- 
ver suggested that the United 
States could not allow foreign sol- 
diers on its soil or permit a viola- 
tion of the Monroe Doctrine by ag- 
gression from outside the Western 
Hemisphere and still properly 
maintain the independence men- 
tioned in his first point. 

He said this country should in-. 
crease its arms for defense rather 
than because of “jingo rivalry,” 
and declared that this country had 
“no moral obligation” to stand the 
expense or danger of Philippine 
defense, now that the Islands have 
determined upon their independ- 
ence. :

NAZIS PROPAGANDIZING 
INU.S, SAYS DR. DODD 


Ex- Ambassador Issues State- 
ment After Conferring With 
Secretary of State Hull, 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15.—Dr. 
William E. Dodd, former United 
States Ambassador to Berlin, de- 
clared today “German pro n- 
dists have been busy in American 
cities.” Dr. Dodd, whose anti-Hitler 
speech in New Tork Thursday 
night drew a German protest, made 
the assertion in a formal statement 
issued after he had talked to Sec- 
retary of State Hull this morning. 

After referring to Germany’s for- 
bidding distribution there of a 
translaton of President Roosevelt’s 
speeches, he said: 

“While such things have been 
done in Germany for several years 
German propagandists have been 
busy in American cities. 

“Our country has never paid 


propagandists to speak ard write 


in other countries, but our people 
do think modern governments’ and 
their representatives need to be 
understood over our complex 
world.” 

Dr. Dodd expressed surprise that 
Germany, through its ambassador, 
Hans Dieckhoff, had protested. He 
added he had received hundreds of 
letters from American. congratulat- 
ing him on his stand and scores of 
or to speak before organiza- 

ons. 

Dieckhoff, he said, “must know 
that in September, 1936, two of the 
highest officials in Germany ridi- 
culed and attacked democracies and 
in September, 1937, three similar 
attacks were made at the same 
place—Nuremberg.” 

“In our country,” he added, “free- 
dom.of speech has been a basic 
condition more than 150 years. 
While I was in Berlin an American 
was kept in jail nearly two years 
because he had distributed pamph- 
lets on Communism, That was an 
unwise thing to do, but two years’ 
imprisonment contradicts the 
American policy.

4 PCT. ABOVE THAT OF 1936 


First Gain Over Preceding Year in 
Four Months Shown in Per- 


NEW YORK, Jan. 15.—Construc- 
tion contracts awarded in 37 states 
east of the Rocky Mountains in- 


creased 4.9 per cent in December 
compared with the same month in 
1936, the first gain over the pre- 
ceding year in four months, F. W. 
Dodge Corporation reported today. 

The total was $209,451,000, against 
$199,696,000 a year earlier. The De- 
cember aggregate also was sub- 
stantially ahead of the $198,407,000 
total for November, 1937. A sharp 
upturn in non-residential work, in- 
cluding commercial buildings, fac- 
tories and public institutions made 
a substantial contribution to the 
improved showing, the corporation 
said. 

The December awards brought 
the total for 1937 to $2,913,123,000, 
an increase of 8.9 per cent over 
$2,675,296,000 reported in 1936. The 
gain in 1937 followed increases of 
45 per cent in 1936 over 1935, about 
20 per cent in 1935 over 1934, and 
28 per cent in 1934 over 1933. 

Expenditures for non-residential 
construction in December totaled 
6101.210000, compared with 572 
956,000 in the like 1936 month, and 
$77,055,000 in November. Public 
works projects amounted to $46,- 
475,000, compared with $42,135,000 a 
year earlier, 

Residential building totaled $43,- 
480,000, against $65,487,000 a year 
ago and $60,001,000 in November. 
December's residential ‘building 
was the lowest in more than a 
year.

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ARCHITECTS DENY HOSTILITY

An alliance between private ar- 
chitects and the civil service archi- 
tectural organization is suggested 
by the New York Chapter. of the 
American Institute of Architects, 
in a statement disclaiming hostility 
to the merit system governing em- 
ployes in the public service. 

In advocating the selection of 
architects for public works by open 
competition, the architectural pro- 
fession has been accused of attack- 
ing the merit system, the state- 
ment explains. The contention is 
made, it is pointed out, that the 
public interest is better served by 
Civil Service workmen because 
work is done by them at a lower 
cost to the Government than under 
the guidance of the private archi- 
tect. 

We do not believe this conten- 
tion can be substantiated,” declares 
the statement given out by the 
New York Chapter’s Committee on 
Public Information, of which Wes- 
ley S. Bessell is chairman.

Hyde Park Breweries, according 
to a statement released by Presi- 
dent Henry Nicolaus in a letter to 
stockholders. 

“Work is under way,” he said, 
“in order to complete every part 
of the program by April 1, 1938. 
Talk of recession in various fields 
will not prevent us from going 
ahead with this expansion,” Mr. 

“Present or- 
ders and commitments made the 
step advisable.” 

The improvements will include 
a plant that will double the brew- 
ery's bottling capacity.

The enlargements will require 
more than 120,000 “man hours” of 
labor in the building alone, it is 
estimated, and the increased capac- 
ity will also mean more permanent 
employment in all departments. 

The management personnel of 
the brewery includes many whose 
background has, been closely iden- 
tified with the early history of 
Hyde Park. President Nicolaus be- 
gan his apprenticeship as a brew- 
er, and has been active in the in- 
dustry for more than 70 years.

B. Schnell, assistant secretary and 
city sales manager; John J. Bruch, 
assistant treasurer; Lawrence F.

To 
read what they write would lead 
one to believe that cafe society was 
never heard of until three years 
ago when, one night, Lucius Beebe 
appeared at the Stork Club in purple 
evening clothes with a dandelion 
fashioned of rubies in his lapel and 
threw a cotton snowball, which he 
had brought from the Pennsylva- 
nia Hotel roof, at Mrs. Marion Sa- 
portas Tiffany, who threw it in turn 
at Woolworth Donahue and Tallu- 
lah Bankhead, who ate it. 


Tt is, take it from one ‘whose 
memory and acquaintance go back 
to a much earlier day, the bunk, 
Cafe society is no more a recent 
and original phenomenon, than pie 
a la mode or the political philoso- 
phy of Walter Lippmann. It dates 
back to 1905—to be precise, to the 
night of Nov. 18, 1905—to be even 
more precise, to 12:45 a. m. on Nov. 
18, 1905—when Pat Mulroony’s 
saloon near the corner of Fifty- 
fourth street on Second avenue was 
entered by the late Robert Collier, 
Finley Peter Dunne, John Fox Jr., 
and Harry McClure, accompanied by 
the entire chorus of a Casino show 
and the aged attendant in the men’s 
lavatory at Sherry’s, whom they had 
dressed up in regimentals and in- 
troduced around town to various 
impressed dowagers as the Italian 
Ambassador, and when Pat, awed 
by the dazzle and splendor of his 
new clientele, passed out the beer, 
to say nothing of the ham  sand- 
At that moment, 
cafe society was born. And the 
chief change in it today is that now 
everybody has to pay for what he 
gets.

HE back room of Tom Shar- 
T.. saloon was another great 

hangout of cafe society in its 
earliest years. Ita leading lights 
were Nick Biddle, member of the 
socially celebrated Biddle family of 
Philadelphia and a reporter on the 
New York Herald who could drink 
three whole bottles of Bourbon 
without batting an eye, Dick Silver, 
another journalist who—to.

The story, like that “Of Mice and 
Men,” is rather of men’s souls than 
their deeds. The men of Tortilla 
Flat live only to drink and love. 
They sleep where the night finds 
them—generally on the beach under 
a pier, They do not work unless it 
becomes absolutely necessary. 

One paisano, Danny, inherits two 
houses, but better call them shacks. 
This is luxury. He shares his 
houses with his friends until the 
Village belle, seeing Danny has be- 
come “rich” moves in.

Boyer A\bout Town in New Pictures 


By Colvin McPherson 


HERE is no other way of de- 
Tue. it. These seven days 

of the cinema in St. Louis must 
be called Charles Boyer Week.” 
That up-and-coming young man 
plays Napoleon in “Conquest” at 
Loew's, one Prince Mikail Alex- 
androvitch of the St. Petersburg 
Alexandrovitches in. “Tovarich” at 
the Ambassador. His work in the 
first opus is impressive, in the sec- 
end sheer delight. 

But “Tovarich” has more to of- 
fer than merely Charles Boyer mas- 
querading as a Russian exile. Bril- 
Uant casting, clever direction and 
able screen adaptation have brought 
the comedy to a greater buoyancy 
than it had even on the stage. 

Stage plays do not always im- 
prove on being taken to the screen. 
“First Lady,“ for example, was 
well cast and true to its original 
script but never picked up any 
speed or comic rhythm at all. “To- 
varich” is muddled for 15 minutes 
or so but after that period has 
been. passed, bounds along with the 
best of them, to leave its viewers, 
and reviewers, with a complete 
sense of being refreshed. 

The difficulty in getting under 
way seems to be in letting the au- 
dience know who is who and where 
it all is taking place. It is a sim- 
ple matter to chalk up “Paris” on 
a blackboard, as the property men 
have done; but how convey the 
meaning of the title pictorially? 
How say that “Tovarich” ig pro- 
nounced “Toe-VAR-ish,” that it 
means “Comrade” and that the Bol- 
sheviks use it on every occasion? 
How add that here its use is a jest? 

Truly a jest, for the main char- 

rs of “Tovarich” are a former 
Grand Duchess and a former 
Prince, her husband. They are liv- 
ing penniless in Paris while Prince 
Charles Boyer stands guard over 
40 billion francs that the late Czar 
left in his care and Grand Duchess 
Claudette Colbert shoplifts the ar- 


tichokes, caviar and champagne 


which make up their diet. 
The Prince refuses to let any- 
body have the money but a ruling 
Czar and will not touch a. franc 
himself. In their own extremity, he 
and the Grand Duchess go to work 
as butler and housemaid for tlie 
Duponts, a banker and his wife. 
From the minute they enter the 
Dupont residence, “Tovarich” is a 
riotous, magnificently performed 
and deliciously human comedy. 

Distinguished guests for dinner 
create a situation that threatens to 
spoil everything, since even a hated* 
Soviet Commissar is there, but the 
path of the expatriates emerges in- 
to sunlight and good feeling. 

Not only were Boyer and Miss 
Colbert wisely chosen for the pie- 
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ture but Basil ‘Rathbone is such a 
Commissar as to direct a firing 
squads with the greatest of finesse. 
Melvillé Cooper, not unknown to 
pictures, plays M. Dupont and Isa- 
bel Jeans of the English stage, his 
wife. Miss Jeans, another of the 
Alice Brady and Mary Boland sis- 
terhood, runs away with all her 
scenes. Support to the leading 
players leaves no dull spots on a 
highly polished production, 

The direction of Anatole Litvak 
is splendid enough that we shall 
agree to forget, from now on, the 
hamby-pamby “W I Love,” on 
which his name and those of Paul 
Muni and Miriam Hopkins were 
placed last spring. 


“Wine, Women and Horses,” the 
extra weight on the Ambassador 
program, casts Barton MacLane as 
a gambler who can’t keep away 
from horseshoe pitching, dice, rou- 
lette chips or form sheets. He mar- 
ries one little homebody and tries 
to settle down, but it’s no use. In 
less than an hour he’s out at Santa 
Anita Ann Sheridan, who is one 
of his kind, is there with him. 

A color cartoon, “The Lyin’ 
Mouse,” should not be overlooked 
by those who want a little extra 
pleasure,

Conquest. 


UCH was said last fall by the 
harbingers of Hollywood anent 
the performance of Mr. Boyer 
opposite Greta Garbo in “Conquest.” 
We were told he had stolen the 
picture. Conceding that it was Na- 
poleon’s practice to take what be- 
longed to other people, I don’t think 
he steals Miss Garbo’s picture. And 


if he beats Paul Muni, Spencer 
Tracy, Fredric March and Robert 
Montgomery to the Academy prize 
for acting on this alone, I shall be 
surprised, 

Grandly and expensively staged, 
“Conquest” has something for the 
students of history, in that it de- 


tails a more or less true story of Na- 


poleon and his mistress, Marie Wa- 
lewska (called “Vol-EV-ska” in the 
picture). As a drama, the picture 
opens tremendously well, reaches 
a plateau about half way through, 
never rises higher, and finally has 
nothing but conventional farewells 
to make. : 


Story construction assumes, as 
usual, that Garbo must go through 
the game paces that she has fol- 
lowed since “The Temptress” and 
“Flesh and the Devil.” The best 
scene, the most innocent of Holly- 
wood device, comes when Napoleon 
tries to force his attentions on Ma- 
rie at a court ball, much to her em- 
barrassment and the curiosity of 
those present, In that scene Garbo 
has. all the subtle qualities, the 
thousand inflections, the fine intelli- 
gence that go with her reputation. 

An interesting point to be no- 
ticed is her pronunciation, which 
has become amazingly relieved of 
accent and which shows, by con- 
trast, how handicapped Boyer is in 
this respect. Boyer is frequently 
too French, even for. Napoleon, in 
an American picture; With his nose 
built up and his hair combed dif- 
ferently, he greatly resembles por- 
traits of the Little Corporal, More- 
over, he understands Napoleon as a 
young military genius, which is 
unique In pictures. Too often, how- 
ever, the screen play makes him say

The program to be presented here 
is in the Finnish language, but the 
audience will be supplied with bro- 
chures giving English translations 
of all songs. 


Musical life in Finland today is 
exceedingly flourishing. Opera, an- 
nual summer music festivals, or- 
chestral and choral concerts are 
enthusiastically attended, not only 
because the Finnish people for cen- 
turies have been naturally musical, 
but because they have been edu- 
cated to contribute-to music, either 
by performance or appreciation. As 
long ago as 1556 the university city 
of Turku maintained an orchestra, 
and in 1640 the University of Turku 
gave courses in music and spon- 
sored musical research. 

Out of this well-cultivated field 
has grown the T L Chorus, From 
the beginning, the principal aim of 
the chorus was the creation and 
development of Finnish choral] mu- 
sic.

Decline in Foreign and Do- 
mestic Sales Leaves Large 
Stock on Hand. 


A decline in foreign and domestic 
sales, leaving much of last year’s 
large stock undisposed of, has re- 
duced the prices of raw furs in the 
St. Louis market to about half the 
levels which prevailed last year and 
about 15 per cent under the aver- 
age prices for the last 10 years. 

Mink pelts which brought trap- 
pers $12 last year sell now for $6 
or $7. -Muskrat.skins which sold 
for $1.80 each now bring only half 
as much, and opossum pelts which 
sold for 50 cents yield about 32 
cents. These furs, with seal, skunk 
and raccoon, are the principal arti- 
cles in the local market, the largest 
for domestic, untreated furs in the 
United States. | 

The prices of all pelts have been 
affected, with the result that the 
season’s animal catch in this cOun- 
try is expected to be about half that

might be the voice of Huey Long, 
any demagogue in any age. Gone 
is the copy-book staleness, the 
empty eloguence. These are fiery 
words that have a living meaning 
for men today. 

The play as produced at the 
Mercury Theater has the grip of 
a mystery thriller, such a mystery 
thriller as only W. Shakespeare 
could write. The most extraordi- 
nary effects are achieved solely 
with the use of light and the mass- 
ing of men on the stage. The 
concept for the crowd scene after 
Caesar’s assassination was sug- 
gested by photographs of the 
Nurnberg Congress of the Nazis in 
Germany, the long shafts of light, 
the enormous shadows. And when 
the crowd is finally incited by An- 
tony’s words, the effect is in- 
credibly real and terrifying. 


Hits Arrive Late.

1,443,000 Men Under Arms in 
Two Forces in 1864 — Total 
Put at 1,450,000 in the Pres- 
ent Conflict. 


Loss of Life Estimated at 610. 
000 in Four Lears in This 
Country—Nearly Million in 

| First Year in Spain.

APTURE: of Teruel this month by the 
Cinis has brought out with unmis- 
takable clarity an aspect of the Spanish 
revolution which has long been apparent to 
the discerning: What is going on in Spain 
is not just an army revolt, a political putsch 
or a skirmishing of mobs, but a major civil 

war, with the outcome unpredictable. 
Teruel has demonstrated that the once- 
floundering, hard-pressed Government has 
grown strong enough to take the offensive 


in a big military movement; that it has de- 


veloped a general staff capable of planning 
and successfully directing such an operation, 
and that the rabble in arms with which it 
at first clumsily and feebly resisted rebel 
assaults has become a great, trained army, 
able to attack as well as defend on many 
fronts, to fight long battles strategically di- 
rected, in short, that the loyalists are ap- 
proaching an even footing with the insurgents 
in the matter of military strength. Teruel 
has shown that the two adversaries can 
throw more than 200,000 men into a single 
battle, with artillery, tanks, airplanes, ma- 
chine guns and the rest of the deadly para- 
phernalia required by modern warfare. 


Fundamental Disagreement 
On Economic Issues. 

At the same time, with the war almost a 
year and a half old and much of the con- 
fusion as to aims, motives, principles and 
terminology dissipated, it also has become. 
clear that this is a first-class civil war for 
other reasons than that it presents the spec- 
tacle of two large and powerful militafy ma- 
chines locked in desperate combat for control 
of a nation. Practically the whole adult popu- 
lation of the country is engaged in the war in 
one way or another. And the struggle itself 
is over a fundamental disagreement of two 
sections of the, population. Laying aside its 
political significance, its multitudinous isms 
and ologies, and whatever church questions 
may be involved, the disagreement is over a 
question of economics: Shall government 
change or maintain an economic system which 
has persisted for centuries which the Govern- 
ment adherents maintain imposes grinding 
poverty on millions of citizens: and gives 
great wealth to a few? To a large extent 
this means: Shall Spain abandon its feudal. 
system of land tenure, take the huge estates 
away from the grandees and other holders, 
including the church, and parcel the land 
out to peasants? The land problem is the 
most important part of the question at issue 
because Spain’s national economy. is predom- 
inately agricultural.

ever their realization of issues, there can be 
no doubt that they are fighting with appalling 
destructiveness and on a vast scale. This 
country, considerably smaller than the State 
of Texas, is engaged in a war comparable in 
magnitude and in other respects with the 
great Civil War in the United States, which 
lasted four years. 

Figures in Loss of Life 

in Two Civil Wars. 

In the American war, from 1861 to 1865, 
the loss of life was approximately 610,000, 
divided: Union loss, 360,000; Confederate, 
250,000. The Confederate figure is an esti- 
mate. These casualties include deaths from 
wounds and disease as well as those which 
occurred in battle. 

In the first year of the Spanish rebellion 
the loss of life has been almost 1,000,000, 
according to official Government estimates. 
This includes, of course, the large number 
of non-combatants killed in air raids, artil- 
lery bombardments and various kinds of in- 
cidental slaughter. But the heavy casualties 
on the battlefields in Spain indicate the ex- 
tent of the conflict, its fierceness, and the 
destructiveness of modern weapons. 


Comparison of the number of men under 


arms in the Spanish and American civil wars 


may be obtained by taking the size of the 
military personnel in each after the conflict 
was well under way. In 1864, the year in 
which Ulysses S. Grant became head of the 
Union armies, the battles of the Wilderness, 
Mobile Bay and Kenesaw Mountain were 
fought, and Sherman marched from Atlanta 
to the sea, 863,000 men were on the Union 
muster rolis, 533,000 of them on duty; while 
the Confederates had 480,000 men on their 
rolls, and about Falf that number on duty. 
There were, then, 1,443,000 men under arms 
in the two forces, 773,000 of them on duty. 


For the Spanish armies the figures cannot 
be given with certainty. Different sources of 
information give different estimates. A few 
weeks ago the Duke of Berwick and Alba, 
the insurgents’ agent in England, announced 
that there were 800,000 men in the insurgent 
armies of Gen. Francisco Franco. Another 
Fascist, in a recent magazine article, placed 
the number of Franco’s soldiers at 700,000. 
In an article republished in the United States 
last December, a writer for the London Sun- 
day Times said the loyalist government had 
600,000 soldiers. 1 BA 2 agate 

A loyalist source—an American who served 
as a lieutenant-colonel in the loyalist army— 
estimated the other day that there are 650,- 
000 men in the Government's active military 
forces, and 500,000 in the insurgent ranks.

Populations Much the Same 
at Start of Conflicts. 


There was not a great deal of difference 
in the populations of the two countries at the 
outbreak of their civil wars. The United 
States ot 1861 had a population of about 
31,500,000. In 1933, Spain, including the 
Canary and Balearic islands, had a population 
of 28,919,000, according to an official esti- 
mate;,its African colonies increase the num- 
ber to about 29,600,000. 


~ Divigion of the people between supporters 
and enemies of the Government was consider- 
ably more unequal in the United States than 
in Spain. The Southern States which seceded 
from the Union and formed the Confederacy 
had a combined population of 8,700,000 to 
oppose the 22,800,000 in Union territory. The 
disparity was increased by the fact that 3,- 
600,000 of the 8,700,000 in the South were 
Negro slaves, and decreased by the numbers 
of Marylanders, Kentuckians and Missourians 
who aided the Confederacy although their 
states remained in the Union. 


The numerical division of the Spanish 
population between Government and insur- 
gents is hard to calculate. The Popular 
Front, a coalition of political parties includ- 
ing Socialist, Communist, Republican and 
several others of the left, in the élection of 
1936 won a majority of the seats in the 
Cortes, the Spanish law-making body, but re- 
ceived only 47 per cent of the total popular 
vote. It might be reasoned, therefore, that 
less than half the people were on the side 
of the Government against which the Franco 
revolt was directed. Against this reasoning 
is the contention of loyalists that many of 
the people who had voted for right and center 
candidates in opposition to the Popular Front 
turned to the support of the Government 
when it was subjected to armed Fascist at- 
tack. Another way of calculating the di- 
‘vision was that adopted by a loyalist news- 
paper, which said that while Franco, soon 
after the start of the war, was in control of 
about half of Spain, his territory contained 
only 8,000,000 persons, while territory held 
by the Government contained 15,000,000.

Since men from Hitler’s armed 
forces are fighting in Spain cn 
the side of the insurgents, there 
can be but small doubt that the 
Year Book knows what it is talk- 
ing about. Furthermore, there is 
the case of the heavy cruiser 
Deutschland, sometimes referred 
to as a pocket battleship, which 
was, bombed when anchored and 
totally unprepared for action. The 
28 men who were killed were 
seated at mess tables in an 
unprotected part of the ship, 
Had they deen in the shel- 
ter of their battle stations, it is 
most likely not one would have 
been injured by the bombs that 
fell that day. Had the anti-air- 
craft guns been manned, the 
planes would not have had the 
same easy target they found. As 
it was, the damage in the unpro- 
tected mess section was negligible, 

The U. S. S. Panay, of course, 
was sunk by bombs from Jap- 
anese planes but it was merely 
a small gunboat and entirely un- 
armored, practically defenseless 
against aerial attack. 

The British Parliament, Cabt- 
net and Admiralty were perhaps 
more exercised over the plane ver- 
sus ship controversy than the of- 
ficials of any other nation. The 
upshot was that they began their 
greatest rearmament program of 
all time with the battleship at 
the top of the list. The decision 
was reached on a line of reasoning 
that ran somewhat as follows: If 
the battleship is doomed because 
of the submarine and the plane, 
then so is the cruiser, aircraft 
carrier, destroyer and even the 
auxiliary vessels. They are all less 
powerful than the battleship and 
exceed her in only one quality—~ 
speed——-which is not a sufficient 
defense against the plane. There 
is no concrete proof that planes 
can sink a battleship that is prop- 
erly defended. 


Tougher Nuts to Crack. 


The battleships being built now 
are, naturally, going to be much 
‘tougher nuts te crack than those 
built during and after the World 
War. And the dreadnaughts de- 
signed even before the plane was 
so serious a factor ¢an more than 
hold their own against aerial at- 
tack. During the “treaty years”

Reed, the “liberal” wing of the court—loosely so 
called to distinguish it from the Butler-McReynolds 
wing—obtains a clean-cut majority, and the court 
stands effectively remade, through orderly procedure, 
by the present chief executive. It is altogether like- 
ly that in the three years remaining of Mr. Roose- 
velt's term he will be able to deepen his imprint on 
the court. °

Again advisedly, we refer to the strengthening of 
the “liberal” wing of the court, For there is every 
reason to believe, from Mr. Reed’s record, that that 
is the wing to which he will adhere.

Clement Cabell Dickinson, who has died in his.

In a statement accompanying the 
report, Byrd said the investigation 
of his own special committee had 
“disclosed waste, overlapping activ- 
ities and excessive overhead cost, 
making immediate reform impera- 
tive if the course of continuous. def- 
icits and rising taxes is to be al- 
tered.” 

President Roosevelt has said sev- 
eral times that efficiency, rather 
than economies, was the primary 
goal of the reorganization bill. 

Reshuffle Not Economy. 

“A mere regrouping and shuffling 
of bureaus does not mean neces- 
sarily an increase in effiicency,” 
Byrd's report to the Senate said, 
“and certainly will not operate for 
economy.” 

Byrd said one section of the bill 
would “provide governmental ma- 
chinery to entrench relief as a per- 
manent Federal function.” 

He contended the measure would 
give to the President “important 
powers and functions of Congress 
to a greater extent and for a longer 
period than is necessary for the 
accomplishment of ends desired.” 

Reorganization, he said, “can and 
must be accomplished in effective 
measure without sacrificing estab- 
lished and proved principles of dem- 
ocratic government.” 

“Delegations of power are at best 
wedges of great potential danger to 
our form of government and any 
new authorizations of power must 
be explicitly defined, safely curbed 
and definitely limited to the short- 
est period required for attaining de- 
sired ends. 

“It is not my purpose to try to 
delay reorganization of the bloated 
Federal bureaucracy, My appeal is 
for curb against new and great 
grants of power and further cen- 
tralization of authority in the name 
of governmental reorganization.”

A great contrast is afforded by 
the areas involved in the American 
and Spanish wars. The United 
States in 1861 comprised a territory 
of about 3,000,000 square miles. 
From this, secession took about 
560,000 square miles, or less than 
one-fifth of the total. Continental 
Spain has an area of 190,050 square 
miles; addition of the Balearic and 
Canary Islands and Spanish Moroc- 
co increases the figure to about 
200,000. Other Spanish colonies in 
Africa, inconsequential in relation 
to the war, contain some 120,000 
square miles. Very early in the 
revolution the insurgents were in 
possession of nearly half of conti- 
nental Spain in addition to Spanish 
Morocco and most ef the island ter- 
ritory, so that it may be said that 
by the time the revolt had devel- 
oped into a civil war Government 
and insurgents each held about 100,- 
000 square miles. 

Theaters of the Wars. 


The American Civil War was 
fought on a gigantic stage of more 
than half a million square miles, 
extending, roughly, from the Mis- 
sissippi valley to the Atlantic sea- 
board and from Pennsylvania to 
the Gulf of Mexico. But within 
this Southern region there were 
large expanses which saw nothing 
of the war, and in only a minute 
fraction of the vast Union terri- 
tory was there fighting. 

The Spanish theater of war is 
considerably smaller; virtually all 
the fighting has been confined to 
the continental area of 190,050 
square miles. But there are few 
regions in that area which have not 
seen fighting, village skirmishes and 
air raids, if not pitched battles. Bat- 
tles have been fought from Malaga 
in the south to Oviedo and Bilbao in 
the north; from Bad joz, near the 
Portuguese border, to Teruel, less 
than 100 miles. from the western 
coast. Even Barcelona, relatively 
remote from the battle front, saw 


fighting when its garriapn of reg- 


ular troops revolted at the start of 
the war, and it is now. occasionally 
bombed from the air. Unlike the 
United States, Spain, holding a big 
in a comparatively small 
area, is saturated with war. 
Advantage of Resources. 

The advantage of resources, ex- 
cept in the matter of military 
forces, lay with the Government 
at the outbreak of hostilities in 
both the American and Spanish 
conflicts.

_» Lack of Trained Troops. 

Both governments went into war 
with little in the way of trained 
troops. In the case of the Ameri- 
can Civil War, that meant that 
both sides. virtually started from 
scratch, for the Confederates had 
no army before secession. The Un- 
ion had its standing army, but 
since this force amounted: to only 
16,000 men, most of them in the 
West, it was a negligible factor. 
North and South had to make civ- 
mans into soldiers. The South as 
well as the North had experienced 
officers from the beginning—men 
who remained loyal to their seced- 
ing states—and these leaders were 
regarded as the equal of any te 
North could muster. 

Lack of professional soldiers 
meant something vastly different 
to the Government of Spain. For 
it found itself at the outset con- 
fronted by a trained force of for- 
midable size. About 75 per cent 
of the regular army of 155,000 men 
followed its officers. in revolt in 
July, 1936. .Among the rebels were 
the Foreign Legionn and the 
Moors of Morocco, well disciplined 
fighters, Of the 32,000 Civil Guards, 
mobile . constabulary _ recruited 
mostly from the army, a smaller 
majority went over to the insur- 
gents. A majority of the 17,000 As- 
sault Guards, police shock troops, 
remained loyal, as did the air force. 
Not more than 10 per cent of the 
officers of the army stayed with 
the Government. 

The Madrid Government had to 
rely mostly on amateur leaders as 
well as amateur soldiers—workers 
hastily recruited and armed — to 
fight off the first attacks of the 
insurgents, and save Madrid, Bar- 
celona and Valencia from falling 
into rebel hands. And while the 
Government was trying to teach 
workers and peasants the rudiments 
of warfare, Gen. Franco moved his 
Moors and Legionnaires from Mo- 
rocco and marched north, sweeping 
aside the poorly armed, untrained 
loyalist crowds that opposed him, 
capturing Badajoz and Toledo. In 
the North, Gen. Emilio Mola, with 
a force of which the nucleus was 
regulars and Civil Guards, captured 
Trun and San Sebastian and 
marched south. A rebel state was 
set up with Burgos its headquarters 
and Franco its dictator. And pres- 
ently insurgent guns were thunder- 
ing at the gates of Madrid. 

Contrast in Naval Power. 

In naval power the two wars of- 
fer a decided contrast. The open- 
ing of the American Civil War 
found the Federal Government with 
a navy and the Confederate States 
with practically none. The South 
never was able to assemble a naval 
force. of much strength, and in 
consequence the Federal ships were 
able to maintain a fairly effective 
blockade of Southern ports and to 
assist in giving the Union control 
of the Mississippi River, both im- 
portant factors in the final outcome, 

According to information from 
a loyalist source, Spain had 83 war 
vessels at the beginning of hostili- 
ties, and 70 of them remained on 
the Government side; the 13 taken 
over by the insurgents included two 
of the principal ships. Most of the 
sailors remained loyal, but most of 
the officers did not, and many of 
them were killed by their men or 
captured. The Government has 
been short of trained naval offi- 
cers, accordingly, and, although the 
loyalists eonducted, in the early 
days of the war, a naval patrol 
sufficiently strong to force Franco 
to transport men from Morocco to 
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death. Nor could the South gain 
an advantage by its policy of re- 
maining on the defensive 
1 troops so thinly that 
they seldom meet the enemy 
“The ‘war did not | — — 
ally until after v g and Get- 
tysburg”—that is, until it was more 
than two years old. 

In the first year of the Spanish 
war, the insurgents took six of the 
principal cities, including the im- 
portant port of Bilbao,’and gained 
access to the mineral wealth of the 
North, They gained’ control of all 
the colonies and all the islands ex- 
cept Minorca in the Balearics. They 
extended their holdings along the 
southern coast beyond -Malaga 
and lifted the siege of Alcazar in 
Toledo, They failed to capture 
Madrid, but ut the city under 
siege. -' They came within an 
ace of taking Madrid in November 
of 1936; they hesitated when oppor- 
tunity was before them, and when 
they renewed the attack help had 
reached the city’s defenders—sol- 
diers of the International Column 
and Catalonians (In the opinion of 
some students of military affairs, 
Washington could have been cap- 
tured early in the Civil War if the 
Confederates could have pursued 
their advantage after routing the 
Union army at the Battle of Bull 
Run.) The loyalists moved their 
capital to Valencia less than four 
months after the war began. Des- 
perately on the defensive from the 
start, they began to make some 
aggressive moves before the end. of 
the first year. 

As far as the rebels were con- 
cerned, the war was on a profes- 
sional footing inside the first year. 
The thoroughness with which they 
drove the Basque defenders of Bél- 
bao out of the “iron ring” fortifica- 
tions with artillery, bombs and the 
machine guns of swooping planes, 
preparing the way for the infantry, 
could scarcely be regarded ‘as any- 
thing short of professional. Now 
that the loyalists have trained 
troops, unity of command and a 
supply of guns, airplanes, tanks, 
etc., at least comparable with 
the enemy’s, and have many fac- 
tories working behind the lines to 
provide war materials, they, too, 
may be regarded as doing a pro- 
fessional job. 

Both sides appear to have a fair- 
ly .definite strategy: The insur- 
gents, to separate Catalonia from 
the rest of loyalist Spain and to 
cut off Madrid from the east; the 
Government, to balk these plans, of 
course, and, for aggression, to re- 
lieve pressure on Madrid and pos- 
sibly capture Saragossa (or Zara- 
goza) or some other large insur- 
gent-held town for political effect. 
Observers would not be surprised 
if the loyalista attempted the relief 
of Madrid by sénding two columns 
toward each. other from the north 
and the south, west of the belea- 
guered city. 

Little Cavalry in Spain. 

In contrast to the American Civil 
War, in which cavalry was used 
frequently and effectively, the 
Spanish war has had little cavairy 
action and few mounted troops are 
seen.

At least one 
would imagine that the playwright 
must wonder what the ermine coats 
and the top-hats take away from 
the play, what is in their minds 
as they ride away in the big Umou- 
sines that line up ‘outside the 
theater. The contrast between the 
audience on one side of the foot- 
lights and the play on the other 
could hardly be stronger. 

Two Other Plays. 

Many of the plays that do not 
deal directly with the theme of 
labor impinge in one way or an- 
other on contemporary problems. 
The Theater Guild’s current pro- 
duction, “The Ghost of Yankee 
Doodle,” pillories a wealthy pub- 
Usher with warmaking proclivities, 
“Susan and God” dy Rachel 
Crothers satirizes the religious 
whimsies of a rich woman, with too 
little detail to fill her empty mind. 

There are in the literary past a 
great many changes on the theme 
of the theater as a mirror of life. 
Sometimes it has been a mirror 
and sometimes it hasn't. Or rather 
sometimes the reflection has been 
an obvious, surface one and some- 
times it has gone deeper.

CHINESE WOMEN YESTERDAY AND TO- 
DAY. By Florence Ayscough. (Houghton 
Mifflin Co., Boston.) 


NY thoughtful, well-written 
book about the women of Chi- 
na would be a valuable addition 
at the present time to the reading 
lists of the Occident. When such a 
book comes from the pen of 80 
gifted a writer and so noted an au- 
thority on things Chinese as Fior- 
ence Ayscough, it is, besides, a real 
contribution to literature. 
In the first part of her book the 
author compares, under such head- 
ings as “Childhood,” “Girlhood,” 
“Marriage,” “Professions,” the po- 
sition of women in China through 
the centuries down to the coming 
of Sun-Yat Sen and the republic, 
with their position today. Through 
her own understanding of the situ- 
ation in China, she is able to give 
a very clear idea of the struggle 
going on there even now between 
old “kuei chu” and new-——-the term 
expressing the accepted standards 
of moral conduct and social con- 
vention, 

> e * 
The latter part of the book is de- 
voted to biographies of Chinese 
women who have “opened the baton 
door” for their sisters—who, in 
other words, have paved the way 
for the emergence of Chinese wom- 
en from the strict seclusion in 
which they had existed for centu- 
ries. The most important of these 
she considers to be Ch’iu Chin, first 
woman member of the Kuomintang 
party—active during its temporary 
merging with Communism—execut- 
ed in 1907 as a traitor, but later 
honored as a great heroine. The 
other shorter biographical sketches 
are of women whom Florence Ays- 
cough calls the atavistic“ ances- 
tors of Ch’iu Chin—women who for 
the most part broke the “mould of 
pattern” to leave their impress on 
the civilization of their country. 
Among them were artists, educa- 
tors and warriors. 

Adding to the charm of this thor- 
oughly delightful work are the old

RED STAR OVER- CHINA, By Edgar Snow. 
(Random House, New York.) 


NACCHSSIBLE hinterlands and 
gibberish dialects keep the aver- 
age correspondent in Shanghai 
or Nanking content to glean news 
from Nationalist, Government re- 
leases. 


But the intrepid Edgar Snow is 
no average reporter. This New 
York n man, having ven- 
tured deep into the Northwest, 
emerged just about a year ago not 
only with a bookful of journalistic 
scoops, but with the strange epic of 
an entire nation as well as with the 
solutions to at least a dozen Chin- 
ese puzzles. 
“Red Star Over China,” supported 
by the only photographs of their 
kind ever taken, is a history of 
China's beleaguered Red Govern- 
ment during its hitherto unreport- 
ed five years of war against Japan.

In 1927, when Generalissimo 
Chiang Kai-shek began beheading 
his Communist allies of the Kuo- 
mintang revolution, they fled to 
the southern province of Kiangsi, 
set up a government and repelled 
five successive “extermination cam- 
paigns,” involving 900,000 Nation- | 
alist troops. On Oct, 16, 1934, seek - 
ing greener fields in the less har- 
ried communes of Shensi province, 
these Reds began one of history's 
greatest treks, known as “The 
Long March.” ’ | 

In 365 days, 120,000 Reds marched 
6000 miles across the roughest part 
of Asia and took over an area with 
a population of 20,000,000. To do 
this they broke through armies of 
10 different war lords, crossed 18 
mountain ranges, 24 rivers, 12 prov- 
inces and whole nations of fierce 
aborigines, occupying 62 cities and 
averaging at least one skirmish a 
day. News of their exploits re- 
mained unknown to the outside 
world for nine years. Chiang ringed 
their Soviets with a “great wall” of 
machine guns, blockhouses and 
1,000,000 soldiers, denouncirig “the 
few remaining rebels” gs bandits.

Not until Mr. Snow ran this 
blockade did the world learn that 
since 1932 the Chinese Soviet Gov- 
ernment, by formal declaration at 
war with Japan, has been prevented 
from attacking the invaders of 
Manchoukuo by brother Chinese 
within Chiang’s “great wall.” 

Mr. Snow’s account of how 
Chiang was forced to join the Reds 
in a united front against Japan 
may not please disciples of the 
Generalissimo. For Chiang is the 
cringing villain of Snow’s version 
of the Sian kidnaping.

If anything new is added to 
the reader’s conception of Cather- 
ine, it is in the account of her 
early life in Germany, to which

doesn't fool it for a min- 
ute, eee eee eee de 
‘tects an-emotion in the human soul as a ter- 
rier smelis out a rat. It not only detects the 
emotion—love, hate, fear, joy. disgust, what- 
ever it may be—but it shows how strong 
the feeling is. Professor Ruckmick’s ma- 
chine is not only one of the latest, but one 
of the most interesting of the mechanical 
devices with which modern science is trying 
to learn the secrets of personality. 

The machine hardly suggests in appear- 
ance its almost uncanny properties. It's 
merely a metal box, about a foot in each 
dimemgsion, fitted with some electrical wires. 
dials, batteries. Dr. Ruckmick, who devel- 
oped it, at first called it merely an emotion- 
meter because that's what it is—a measurer 
of emotion. Now it has acquired the tech- 
nical name of dermohmograph—derm for 
skin, ohm as a unit of electrical resistance, 
graph to indicate the record of its findings. 

This technical name comes from the ma- 
chine's way of finding out about the emo 
tions—{rom the skin, specifically from the 
sweat glands. The sweat glands, like other 
parts of the body, have an electrical com- 
ponent whose output varies with emotion. 
In other words, when a person feels an 
emotion, a change occurs in thé electrical 
output of his sweat glands. The sensitive 
lowa machine detects such a change 
through contact with the palm of the hand. 
It makes use of the palm because the sweat 
glands there are active and also can be 
tested without discomfort to the subject; dis- 
comfort releases an emotion of its own 
which interferes with the proper measuring 
of other emotional disturbances. 

Earlier devices for ascertaining other- 
wise imperceptible emotions have been open 
to two criticisms of which the new machine 
seems to be practically free. Usually spok- 
en of as lie detectors, they relied for de- 
tecting emotion on changes in blood press- 
ure or respiration or on a combination of 
the two. Testing by these machines is usucil- 
ly rather uncomfortable for the subject. Fur- 
thermore, their reliability has been attacked 
on the ground that some persons can control 
their breathing and blood pressure. On be- 
half of the University of lowa apparatus, it 
_ is said that practically no one can control 
the electrical output of his glands. 

There are distinct limitations, of course, to 
the work of the emotion meter. In the first 
place, it is not an infallible lie detector—nor 
is any other machine; Professor Ruckmick 
says his has been accurate in 85 or 90 per 
cent of its findings in this field. In the sec- 
ond place, it does not differentiate among 
emotions. It shows that the person being 


tested is experiencing an emotion and shows 


its intensity, but doesn't show what that 
emotion is. For example, a person's un- 
happiness at listening to the song “You 
Made Me What I Am Today” might cause 
the machine's indicator to jump as violently 
as his pleasure at hearing Beethoven's Fifth 
Symphony. However, the ndture of an emo- 
tion is often indicated by the nature of the 
thing which brought it into being. When a 
coed being tested is told, “A dozen boys 
have told me you're the best dancer on the 
campus,” it isn’t hard to figure that the 
swing of the indicator is caused by a feeling 
of pleasure. 

The emotion meter was originally devised 
to measure music appreciation, a subject of 


a constant rate. A polished metal plate re- 
{lects the movement of the light, and when 
the paper strip is developed a wavy black 
line tells the story. 

Here is the emotion meter in action: 

The subject is a woman student of the 
university, chosen at ‘random on the campus. 
As the psychologist shows her to a chair 
near the machine he carries on a casual con- 
versation, designed to put her at ease. She 
sits down and while he explains to her what 
the test is, he clamps onto her left hand an 
inch wide band containing a rubber sponge. 
The sponge, he tells her, simply operates to 
keep constant the pressure of two little cop- 
per plates that are held in contact with the

special interest to Professor Ruckmick, who 
plays in a local symphony orchestra. Much 
of the work of actually making the ma- 
chine was done by Dr. D. Urich Greenwald, 
a research associate engineering who 
was ‘able to bring training in both engi- 
neering and psychology to the task. 

Since the dermohmograph is light enough 
to be portable and supplies its own electrical 
power from batteries, it may be used any- 
where. It functions most dependably, how- 
ever, in Ruckmick’s own laboratory whose 
walls are lined with sheet iron, which serves 
for sound proofing and to keep out stray 
electrical inipulses that might interfere with 
precise action of the machine. The use of 
self-contained batteries is made necessary 
by the fact that outside current fluctuates 
enough to destroy the accuracy of the in- 
strument. “Even the operation of the ele- 
vator in this building would affect the elec- 
trical supply enough to interfere with the 
emotion tester,” Ruckmick says. 

On the front of the metal box is an in- 
strument panel which includes a scale on 
which a band of light serves as an indicator. 
Out of the box run two wires ending in 
small copper plates. 

Behind the instrument panel are resist. 


ances which may be adjusted to control the 
flow of electricity from the batteries. When 
the subject is ready, the psychologist ad- 
justs his dials so the indicator light remains 
at d fixed point near one end of the scale. 
Each time there is an emotional reaction in 


the subject, though it may be too slight to be 


palm of her hand. The pilates nestle side 
by. side, a fraction of an inch apart, and 
from each runs a wire that connects to the 
control board of the emotion meter. 

The young woman has no secrets to hide 
—eo far as the experimenter knows—so he 
must invent one for her. He is going to 
show her a card trick, one in which he 
must read her mind to succeed. He asks her 
to choose a card from a full pack and to re- 
place it without letting him know which she 
has chosen. He instructs her to say No“ 
when he asks her if each individual card of 


the 52 is the one she has chosen. 

One by one he displays the cards and 
scys, “Is this the one?” 

Each time she denies it, and her voice and 
expression give no hint that one answer has 
been false. 

Since the subject has no emotional attach- 
ment to any particular card in the deck, Pro- 
fessor Ruckmick must repeat the experiment 
to be sure which card was chosen. He goes 
through the entire deck five times—and then 
names the card correctly.

the scale at the front of the meter. Each 
time the girl was emotionally disturbed the 
indicator jumped quickly, then subsided. 
Since a random thought br movement might 
have had as much emotional effect on her 
as lying about so small a matter, Ruckmick 


found it necessary to repeat the experiment 


several times in order to determine which 
card was consistently bringing a reaction 
—that is, Which card caused her to feel a 
alight excitement because it was the one she 
had chosen. 

The emotion meter is not a plaything. but 
@ research tool for Dr. Ruckmick, who is 
widely known for his work in the psychol- 
ogy of emotion. He has found it extremely 
valuable in studying the relative reactions 
to surprise, fear, embarrassment, joy and 
other emotions. To measure these reactions, 
he and his fellow workers have had to de- 
velop laboratory devices for creating emo- 
tions in the subjects of the experiments. 

One of his best contrivances is the con- 
coction used to create extreme disgust. He 
boiled d pot full of macaroni in a slippery 
soap solution and chilled it with ice to make 
it cold and clammy. Into this he has his 


subjects reach while blindfolded, with the 


idea that clutching a handful of so slimy an 
unknown substance will arouge violent dis- 
gust. It almost always does. 
\ But even here, he has had difficulty. One 
1 showed no emotional reaction to the test. 
Had the mochine failed? Questioning 
elicited the fact that the girl’s mother liked 
to go fishing and the girl often hunted night 
crawlers for her. We ee aa

He has another surprise to use on his un- 
wary subjects; this one is the invention of 
one of his girl students.

warns the subject, “you will see a brightly- 
lighted skull gleaming at you.” 

Then the psychologist tears aside the 
drapes and the subject sees shining at him 
his own face reflected in a mirror! 

Extreme joy is another stumbling block. 
Fear he can usually inspire by a threaten- 
ing move or a faked summons from the 
dean's office. Embarrassment can be cre- 
ated in many ways, he says, particularly in 
women. Mild pleasure or joy he inspires by 
music or art, often showing off some of the 
results of his hobby of amateur photog- 
raphy. But he has difficulty in finding lab- 
oratory situations real enough to inspire any 
really strong delight. 


He has achieved this best by transjerring 
an actual situation to the laboratory. When 
elections were about to be announced to the 
honorary scholastic fraternity Phi Beta Kap- 
pa, he called one of the chosen ones to his 
office before the announcement was made, 
and told the new member of the high honor, 
while the machine recorded his response. 
A whole set of emotions was created and 
recorded when Ruckmick visited Wellesley 
College and chose as a subject a girl hail- 
ing from Chicago’s Gold Coast. The girl 
was brilliant and had a fine school record. 
To her, the psychologist read three letters 
which contained passages highly commend- 
atory to her, but which, he said, had not 
been intended to reach her eyes. One was 
signed by a fellow student, one by a faculty 
member, the third by a boy of whom she 
thought a great deal. Her emotional re- 
sponses showed clearly the effect upon her 
of the praise. 

Then, a second trio of letters from similar

The machine makes no distinction betwee 
different emotions, except that bodily fea 
shows a slowly rising, violent and prolonged 
curve when compared to such fear a a 
threat of expulsion brings forth. 

However, undiscriminating though the me 
chine is qualitatively, it is considered 
quantitatively exact. Professor Ruckmick is 
said to have shown that when one curve a 
the graph is twice as violent as another, the 
accompanying emotion is invariably of dow 


dle intensity. 


WO recent letters received by Ruck 
mick show the interest his device jo 
measuring electro-dermal responses 

has aroused. A message from J. Edgar 
Hoover, head of the Bureau of Investigation. 
Department of Justice, expressed interes! in 
the machine and its use in crime detection 
The other was from the office of Will Hays. 
movie czar, offering co-operation in work in 
connection with motion pictures. This mess 
age grew out of work done by Ruckmict 
and his associates in testing responses 0 
children and adults to moving picture scenes, 
particularly scenes of danger or love mak 
ing Among the findings in this work was 
that children in the youngest age group— 
under 12 years—generally responded little 
to love. scenes, while danger aroused their 
emotions. Adults showed less emotion when 
watching fictitious peril, but responded more 
strongly to love scenes. The strongest! 7e 
sponses to portrayals of love were recorded 
in boys and girls about 16 years old. 
Professor Ruckmick’s emotion detector has 
been used in at least two criminal cases 
simply for the guidance of prosecuting dau 
thorities, as evidence obtained by suc 
means is not admissable in court. One sub 
ject was a man accused of murder, and be 
was examined by Ruckmick and his 10 
chine at the request of an lowa sheriff.

NEW YORK. 
HE first nighters of this town are about to lose one of the principal ornaments 
of their glittering company, and the remainder of the New York theatrical 
season will be so much the poorer. Hope Hampton has been a fixture and a 
feature of play premieres for years. It has been almost worth going to the 
opening of even a dull show to see her saunter down the aisle wearing a 
fortune in jewels, her blond head bright and vivid above furs of fantastic 
price, followed by appreciative murmurs and her elderly, erect, multimillion- 
aire husband, Jules Brulatour. First nights will have to do without her now for a while. 
With her husband, Miss Hampton is going to Hollywood next month—going back to Holly- 
wood and the movies. She left the movies to their fate when they began going in for 
sound, and turned her attention to othet fields of entertainment—oddly enough, to fields of 
entertainment characterized by sound: Musical comedy and grand opera. 

Backed by the Brulctour millions, the former star of the silent screen has done 
well enough as a singer to return to the movies, after an absence of a decade, stil] a 
star. She is going back as a singer. with a record of having lent her lyric soprano

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voice to leading operatic roles in this country and Europe. 

The new turn in Hope Hampton's career has taken local cafe society by surprise. It 
seems, also, to have come about without premeditation on her part. With a season at 
the Opera Comique in Paris behind her, she was considering the matter of new engage- 
ments when a producer friend suggested Hollywood. Miss Hampton was inclined to be 
disdainful. But the producer persisted. He mentioned Lily Pons, Grace Moore and Gladys 
Swarthout, opera singers who had not found it beneath their dignity to sing for the sound 
track. And finally Mises Hampton agreed to take a screen test. 

The result of the test is indicated pretty well by a telegram read to the writer by 
Brulatour. It was from Producer Howard Estabrook and it contained the words: Ames 
ing... exceeded expectations.” Universal sent a contract and the story, tentatively titled 
“She Shall Have Music,” in which it is planned to star her. She signed the contract—and 
as she passed this milestone in her life she may have paused to think rather wonderingly 
of the things fortune had brought to a pretty girl from Texas. - 

Born in Houston, of a well-to-do family, Hope was sent to a finishing school in New 
Orleans. A mischievious friend submitted her photograph in a newspaper beauty contest 
with the result that young Miss Hampton was invested with the title, “The Most Beautiful 
Woman in Texas.” Study at a dramatic school in New York followed, and then a chance 
to enter the movies. Her film career began in 1919. 

She was coming on in the movies—a picture of her in a one-piece bathing suit had 
been banned—when she was invited to the home of Producer Lewis Selz#ick. A little la- 
ter Selanick met Jules Brulatour strolling along. “Come over to my place,” said the pro- 
ducer. “There's a pretty girl there I want you to meet.” Brulatour ate a hearty lunch and 
took his time about getting to the Selznick place. Once there, he stayed as long as he 
could. Two years later—in 1923—he married the young movie actress. She had attained 
stardom by that time. She was his third wife. It might be mentioned that since then she 
has never been seen in a public place without him. 

- That Brulatour catch caused quite a sensation for he is one of America’s real magnates. 
As the distributor for Eastman Kodak he gets a royalty on every foot of film sold. Also, 
he hds a genuine French title although he never uses it in this country. Abroad they 
are the “Count and Countess Brulatour.” 

Fan magazine writers gushed over the regal magnificence in which she lived as the 
wife of the multimillionaire. Her 36 fur coats ($65 for the pony skin to $150,000 for the 
chinchilla), her four closets filled with clothes, her canopied bed with the ermine rug in 
lieu of a blanket. 


OME of the stories of her lavish living are exaggerations, of course. When she took 
her screen test—actually d voice test—there were reports that she gave the test crew. 
diamond-studded watches. Brulatour laughed when he heard that. 

“It's a typical Hollywood exaggeration,” he said. “She gave them all presents, but 

When she quit the movies 10 years ago Miss Hampton was ready for a singing ca- 
reer. She had spent a long time in preparation for it. Back in her baby star days when 
personal appearances were becoming the vogue she realized that the movie personages 
who mumbled a few words before an audience made no impression at all, while Ruth 
Roland, who yodeled, Mae Murray, who danced, and Alice Brady, who sang, added to 
their popularity. Teachers had told her she had a true voice of some power. So she 
started lessons designed to improve its qualities. Through her years of stardom in the 
silent films, even after she became the wife of a very wealthy man with no need to be 
concerned about her financial future, she kept up her musical work. 

In 1928 she made her grand opera debut, singing the title role in Massenet's “Manon” 
with the Philadelphia Grand Opera Company. - Later she sang with other American opera 
companies and with European companies, also at the Opera Comique and on concert tours. 
She sang “Manon” in Chicago in 1934. And she appeared in special color films, for which 
work she received a decoration from the Italian Government. Husband Brulatour stemchly 
supported her in these endeavors. Early in her singing career, after she had been removed 
from the principal role in a New York show, “Madame Pompadour,” Brulatour.took a $300,- 
000 loss on another, called “My Princess,” and announced he was perfectly satisfied since 
his wife's talent had been vindicated. | 

Preparing now to leave New York, Miss Hampton is turning topsy-turvy her distinctive 
four-story house at 1145 Park avenue. Only 17 feet wide, it is the narrowest private house 
on the avenue and a caller may well be bewildered when the French maid admite him. 
There are 146 mirrors at all angles in the reception foyer. The doors and the east wall of 
the living quarters upstairs are similarly equipped. This was done to give depth. 

There is cn electrical device whith simulates sunlight on cloudy days, a grilled stair- 
case and valuable odds and ends scattered about. Miss Hampton's tea gowns are fe- 
mous; she was wearing one of peach with a deep V-neck and fur trimming when she 
walked slowly down the staircase, pausing with a smile as she greeted this correspondent.
